The Industrial survey is a nine 9 weeks ex- 
ploration of basic machine shop which is the 
general operation of the lathe. This is the 
prime machine used in manufacturing prod- 
ucts and other machines. 


Wood Shop The student also has the oppor- 
tunity to learn how to operate power machi- 
nery including: Circle saw planer jointer 
drill jig saw bandsaw and radial arm saw. 


Metal Shop. Deals with repairing chairs and 
other fix their automobiles and do general 
arc and oxyacetylene welding both gas and 
electric.
